O far as has been made apparent, there is 


little or no interest among the people of 


Lima and environs ia what appears to be prac- 
tically a foregone conclusion that the legisla- 
ture will enact into law the Miller bill, one of 
the most drastic pieces of legislation that has 
ever been introduced in the legislature. 


Those opposed to tne extension of the pro- 


hibition law to provide authority for dry detec- 
tives to invade homes at will without warrant, 
in search of liquor, are apparently indifferent 
jas to wh&t the lawmakers may or may not GO. 


Really, it does appear that the present leg- 


islature, dry as it is, has no desire to enact the 
Miller bill into law and is only waiting for an 
avalanche of protest that seems imminent, to 
afford an excuse for burying the radical meas- 
ure. 


It is pointed out and with good ground 


therefor, that such a law would provide a wea- 
pon hailed with delight by crooks. Under the 
guise of officers they would have easy access 
to homes, for the bill, if made law, will pre- 
scribe a penalty for resisting the entry of an of- 
ficer for the purpose of search and seizure.
